At a meeting of the Canadian In- 
tercollegiate' Athletic ' Association, 

which was held Saturday morning ai 
the Mctiill l.'nion, the question of the 
dispute between Varsity and McGlll 
with reference to the date of tbe in- 
tercolletgiaite Track'. Meet was dis- 
cussed. / 

The fact is well known that this 
year V^slty sot the date for th<! 
meet, contrary, to the constitution, 
and, further, they wrote the McOill 
executive a letter, stating tbat they 
would either bold the meet on the 
date they wished or would not hold 
it at all — regardless of the con- 
stitution. 

The McGill executive kept in 
constant communication with Var- 
sity, and insisted the date be set as 
was called for in the constitution, 
and after a long delay In answers 
from Varsity, the McGlll cxecullva 
was notified that it was too late to 
iiave the matter changed. This was 
fully a week before the day was due. 
The matter was placed in the bands 
of the Board of Reference — and 
after a very strong telegram from 
I'rof. Drown, stating that it was 
doubtlessly Varsity's place to give 
way, tbe Board of Reference Informes. 
McQill that It was too late to have 
the tnntter settled satisfactorily, and 
It either necessitated backing out or 
going down In a sportsmanlike man- 
ner, and show Varsity that in spito 
of the odds we were able to beat 
them. This our team did. 

The McGMl team resented very 
mucli the action taken by Varsity, 
and the fact that they were allowed 
to get away with it, so It was taken 
up at Saturday's meeting. 

The only explanation given by 
Varsity at the meeting was to the 
effect that the matter was entirely <i 
fault of the Track executive nt Var- 
sity- -the matter never really reached 
their athletic directorate until five 
days before the meet was due. 

Although this cxiilanation was not 
as satisfactory to the .McGlll execu- 
tive as was desired, nevertheless the 
place where the fault lay has been 
determined, and Varsity has given 
us to understand that nothing of such 
a nature will occur In the future. An 
apology for the whole matter was 
made by Toronto. 

Tile now Track Union constitution 
was ratified at the meeting, and it is 
hoped tbat this will eliminate any 
similar trouble In the future.

A FACULTY OF COMMERCE 

Side by side with the natural growth and expansion of the Uni- 
versity it is only natural to expect a continUial branching-off of the 
various specialized departments which go to make up the whole. 
During the course of last session two new faculties were created 
within the University — those of Dentistry and Music. The one an 
offshoot of the Faculty of Medicine; and the other a department 
which has long merited its new dignity. In each case this grant of 
partial autonomy has had the most beneficial results on the general 
vigor and progress of the departments concerned. 

Some six years ago a School of Commercial Studies was insti- 
.t^t|DKl and placed under the direct control of Corporation. Later 
wiU) a view to lending the School of Commerce a more academic tone 
it WAS entrusted to the direction of the Faculty of Arts. In this 
position it has remained over since. 

Of late its courses have proved extremely popular, and each suc- 
cessive year has shown a largely increased freshman class. But this 
same growth seems at the present time ot hold more promise of. evil 
than oC good. Whether the policy hitherto pursued by the Univer- 
sity be a wise one or not, the fact remains that the present curriculum 
of the School of Commerce is of a totally different nature from that 
of the Faculty of Arts. In conseqtience of this the aims and aspira- 
tions of the two student-bodies have as a matter of course become 
widely diversified. The anomaly which has resulted from this con- 
fliction of ideals within a single body is proving more and more of a 
tumbling block to the students both of Arts and Commerce. 

It should be unnecessary to discuss the common inconvenience 
.zuBfld by the crowding together of Arts and Comn^erce in the insuf- 
ficient quarters in the Arts Building, a condition which may well 
prove fatal to legitimate expansion. Tradition appears to sanction 
the use of the Arts Building as a nursery for new-bom departments 
and a phice of refuge .for the otherwise homeless. There are more- 
over reasons of a financial nature sufficient in themselves. But we 
should like to emphasize the fact that there lurks in the present state 
of affaire a menace which bears more directly upon lindergraduate 
life. 

By persevering activity the students of the School of Commerce 
have gained recognition as a separate entity in all but name, yet 
through lack of official recognition as a faculty they are automatic- 
ally grouped together with the real Arts students in one and the same 
lindergraduate body. This has been the cause of ever-increasing 
friction, and the prospects of a future passed under the existing con- 
ditions are of the gloomiest. Elections in this particular Undergra- 
duate Society arc becoming more and more a struggle between the 
conflicting interest of Arts and Commerce. It is unfair to expect 
two factors to work together in harmony whose interests are in reality 
as far apart as the north pole is from the south. 

Doubtless the University authorities intend to establish a Faculty 
of Commerce at some future date, buf we are not so sure whether they 
are fully conscious of the urgency of the situation. The best in- 
terests of the students both of Arts and of CommercT^require the 
crearion of a separate Faculty of Coipmerce in the immediate future.

As one who bas .'■iiffered froiM 
{the thefts which have recently taken 
j place from the doukroom of the Ked 
path Library, f fcol myself obliged 
to sny a few words concerning these 
occurrences. The theft in question 
occurred on Thursday afternoon, bc- 
j iweon the hours of I and fi. when the i 
library is most filled with slndenls.l 
TUi' 111. liter was initio kuown lo tho 
library auiliorltles. » The next day, 
at the same hour of the afternoon, 
anotiicr theft of the same nature oc- 
currc<l. 

The only thine lhal seems to have 
; been done by the library uuthoritie.s 
: to protect students from this state ot 
affairs, is the lacking up of a small 
notice III tho cloakroom on which Jr 
Inscribed lha awo-lnspirin^ wordn: 
"Not responsible for articles loft in 
this rtioni." I need not dwell on this 
efficient |)roloclioii given lo library- 
socrs. 

Since ihcse arc tho facts us they 
stand, tho student is quite justified 
In placing bis hat, coat, umbrella and 
rubbers anywhere but In tho cloak- 
room. L would sufi.i;efl here, the 
closing up iiltogetJier of tho cloak- 
room in order .that an unknowing 
person, who Ibinks it proper on en- 
tering a university library to place 
hlH belongings in tlio cloakroom, may 
not rcull/.o the cold facta by finding 
himself without a hat and coat to. go 
home with. 

In all Important libraries, wherever 
they may be, there is a common rul- 
ing that all articles of clothing must 
ho checked In a cloakroom properly 
supervised nnd Ihla ruling is strictly 
enforced. Tho authorities who make 
lliosc regulations perhaps have a rea- 
son for doing so. They may have 
In their mind -the protection of the 
library goers. 

I would not like to dwell onr tho 
impression received by a visitor to 
a library whcro the first thing he 
aces are hats, coats and scarfs strewn 
about the reading room, and hats and 
coats on the tables and chairs. 

The thefts which have occurred at 
tho University library arc of too seri- 
ous a nature to be dealt with lightly. 

In order that I may not be classed 
as one who criticises without offer- 
ing a remedy, I would like to suggest 
the only effective measure to prevent 
■a re-occurrence of these thefts. It 
Is very simply "'o Installing of a. 
checking system for all students who 
make use of the library. Tho small 
expense Involved would be justifiable 
in tho view that the writer bos in 
mind three thefts of a similar nature 
which have occurred from the Ilbrniy 
inside of ono weak. I hope that tho 
library authorities will see to it that 
something practical be done along 
these lines. Only in thjs way will 
petty thiéving stop.
